TWENTY-SECOND  REPORT. 

The  Trustees  of  Flint  Public  Library  herewith  submit  their  an- 
nual report  for  the  year  ending  February  1,  1901  : 

At  a  meeting  of-  the  Trustees  held  in  the  early  Spring,  it  was  de- 
cided to  have  some  of  the  fruit  trees  removed,  and  to  have  Maple 
trees  planted  on  the  Library  grounds.  Ivy  has  been  planted  along 
the  front  of  the  building  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  luxuriant  growth  will 
soon  be  attained. 

It  has  been  plainly  evident  for  several  years  that  something  must 
be  done  in  the  way  of  a  nev/  catalogue  of  the  books  in  the  Library, 
to  obviate  the  necessity  of  looking  through  a  catalogue,  ten  supple- 
ments and  several  bulletins,  perhaps,  in  search  of  some  particular 
book. 

After  much  deliberation,  it  was  voted  to  adopt  the  Card  Catalogue 
system  which  has  been  so  extensively  introduced  into  libraries  at  the 
present  time.  Three  of  the  Trustees,  Messrs.  A.  P.  Tyler,  G.  B- 
Howe  and  S.  A.  Fletcher,  were  appointed  to  take  charge  of  this 
matter,  and  it  was  decided  to  use  the  Dewey-Cutter  System  of  clas- 
sification. We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Miss  E- 
Louise  Jones  of  Waltham  who  performed  the  work  in  a  m.ost 
thorough  and  satisfactory  manner.  She  was  assisted  by  Miss  Lillian 
P.  Fletcher.  A  Hammond  typewriter  was  purchased,  also  the  nec- 
essary cases,  cards  and  accession  books,  and  now  we  consider  that 
the  arrangements  and  equipments  of  our  Library  will  compare  favor- 
ably with  those  ef  any  Library  of  the  same  size  in  the  Sta'e. 

There  has  been  a  call  for  a  catalogue  for  the  use  of  those  who 
cannot  well  visit  the  Library.  Accordingly,  a  Finding  List  of  the 
works  of  fiction,  which  includes  the  larger  per  cent,  of  the  books 
called  for,  has  been  prepared  and  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  printer. 

About  three  hundred  new  books,  including  many  recent  publica- 
tions, and  some  standard  works,  have  been  added  to  the  Library; 
these  have  been  placed  in  front  of  the  desk,  a  privilege  evidently  ap- 
preciated. Encyclopedias  and  other  reference  books  are  to  be  found 
on  the  open  shelves  in  the  Reading  room  where  they  can  be  readily 
consulted.  The  paper  covers  have  been  removed  from  all  of  the 
books,  and  it  is  expected  that  our  reading  public  will  take  pride  in 
care-ully  preserving  the  attractive  appearance  of  the  books. 
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We  are  pleased  to  notice  an  increase  in  the  circulation  of  the 
Library  books  during  the  past  year,  and  we  would  embrace  this  op- 
portunity to  repeat  what  we  have  previously  said,  let  us  keep  in  grate- 
ful memory  the  names  of  those  who  have  made  the  enjoyment  of 
such  great  privileges  possible.

4th  To  vote  on  the  question  :  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  this  Town?  The  vote  will  be  by  a 
separate  ballot,  and  the  ballot  shall  be  Yes  or  No  in  answer  to  said 
question. 

5th  To  see  if  the  Town  will  have  cut  on^the  town  lot  what  wood 
will  be  necessary  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  hauled  to  the  lock-up  to 
be  sawed  and  split  by  persons  applying  for  a  night's  lodging, 'and  de- 
termine how  the  wood  wh  jn  saw^d  and  split,  shall  be  disposed  of. 

6th  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  raise  to  pay  the 
tuition  of  the  High  school  pupils. 

7th  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  raise  to  defray  tow.T 
charges  the  ensuing  year,  and  determine  how  the  sam.e  shall  be 
appropriated 

8th  To  see  what  action  the  Town  w.l!  tak3  in  relation  to  dis- 
count and  interest  on  taxes. 
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9th  To  act  on  the  list  of  Jurors  prepared  and  posted  by  the 
Selectmen. 

10th  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  letting 
the  Town  Hall. 

11th  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  en- 
forcement of  law  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

12th  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  concerning  the 
cemetery. 

13th  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  for  the  prevention 
of  fires,  and  in  respect  to  compensation  of  firemen. 

14th  To  see  what  measures  the  Town  will  adopt  for  the  removal 
of  snow  from  the  sidewalks. 

15th  By  petition  of  H.  E.  Howe  and  eleven  others  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  chapter  347  of  the  Acts  of  1 895  or 
take  any  action  thereon. 

16th  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  its  Treasurer  to  bring  sui 
n  the  name  of  the  Town  to  recover  any  moneys  now  due  or  which 
may  be  due  for  the  ensuing  year,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

17th  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  printing 
new  valuation  books. 

18th  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  raise  for  the  proper 
observance  of  Memorial  day. 

19th  To  see  if  the  Town  will  name  the  town  cemetery  and  erect 
a  suitable  sign  at  the  entrance. 

20th  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Selectmen:  to  hire  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  meet  current  expenses,  in  anticipation  of  taxes  of  the 
present  year,  and  payable  therefrom. 

21st  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Collector  to  use  all 
means  of  collecting  the  taxes  which  a  Town  Treasurer  when  ap- 
pointed may  use. 

22nd  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  hire 
money,  as  may  be  necessary,  to  meet  current  expenses.
